EF TER our moft humble Thanks to God Al- 
A mighty , for Inclining Your Moft Serene High- 
nefs to grant us the Requeft we lately made to 
you; not to beftow the Church of this City , call’d St. 
James, upon the Roman Catholicks; we come now to 
give our Thanks to Your Highnefs for that Favour, be- 
feeching the Merciful God to be your Rewarder, by 
Hearing your Prayers in every thing, wherein you are 
moft con¢ern’d. 

Tis true, our Joy wou'd have been infinitely greater, 
if the Erroneous Worfhip of Popery had been entirely 
banifh’d from this City, to make Room only for the Pure 
Word of God. But as, on the one Hand, we ought ta 
Submit with a re(petful Patience to the Orders of Your 
Moft Serene Highnefs ; on the other Hahd , we are ful- 
ly perfuaded chat God ; in whom we repofe our Truft, 
will not cempt us, nor the other Proteftants of your Do- 
minions, beyond our Strength ; that he will give fuch 
an Ifue to the Temptations, into which he leads us, that 
we fhall be able co bear them ; and that whilft we exer- 
cife our Offices, he will enable us by his Divine Power 
to #ppofe with Courage and Prudence all manner of Er- 
rors, and carefully to difcharge all the other Duties of our 
Miniftry. i, 

But our Affliction is attended with a much greater 
One, occafion'd by,a common Report, anda certain 
Advice, that Your Moft Serene Highnefs is fully refolv’d 
to embrace Popery, and to make a publick Profeflion of 
it on Good Friday, in the fame Place, which has been fa. 
mous, thefe Three Years, upon the fame Account. 

This unexpe&ted News has occafion’d among us , your 
feithful Subjeéts, fuch a Confternation, that we have not 
only proftrated our felves before God , ‘to befeech him 
with Tears and Groans , that he would be pleas’d to pre- 
ferve fo Great a Prince from that Misfortune ; but befides, 
we prefent our felves before Your Highnefs by this Lét- 
ter, with a profound Submiffion , and like Suppliants : 
And we hope, that out of your Goodnefs and ¢ en- 
¢y , fo well known to all the World, you will not 





afcribe this Step toa meré Curiofity, but look it as 
an Effe& of the Trouble of our Minds, arifing the 
indifpenfable Duty of our Office. 

Be pleafed therefore, as a moft Wife Princé , t0 ¢onfi- 
der, that of all the Chriftian Princes in Eurepe, who are 
now living, none have attain’d to fo great mage as Your 
Highnefs. And confequently , Sir, how will younger 
Princes look upon your Change of Religion? One may 
eafily apprehend what Ba profound Learning, 
great Experience, your Writings in Defence of the Pro. 
teftant Religion, and the Glorious Réputationm you have 
acquired in the World, will witnefs againft yeu upon fuch 
an Occafion. 

Be alfo pleafed, Sir, to confider that “ae have one Foot 
in the Grave, and are ready to launch into Eternity. 
How great is the Danger, to which you will expofe your 
Soul, which ought to be fo dear to you! What a Noife 
will fuch an A@tion make , that will be tranfmicted from 
one Generation to another ; if one confiders what Diffe. 
rence there is between the Church of Rome and the Pro. 
teftant Church ? How Careful were yout moft Serene 
Anceftors , Erneffus the Confeflor,; Prince Julins, and 
others, to feparate themfelves from the Communion of 
the Romifh Church ; being “wd convinced that none 
could,without venturing their Salvation,remain in fo cor- 

rupt a Church, which is grown worfe and worfé ever 
fince the Council of Zrent ; which wrefts the Scripture, . 
and raifes the Doftrines of Men above the Precepts of 
¥ESUS CHRIST. The Merit of his Blood, thed for 
us, is look’d upon as infufficient to procure our Salvati- 
on ; all the Articles of the Chriftian Faith have been 
entirely overthrown and corrupted ; Good Works, end 
the Means of Salvation, have beén taken in a wron 
Senfe ; and their Opinions concerning the State of Souls 
after this Life , ace contrary to what we find about it in 
the Word of God. | 
We dare affure Your Highnefs with a profound Re- 

f{pe&, that neither Calixtus, nar any true Difciple of thac 

eformer of our Churches, did ever go fo far as to fay, 
that one may be equally faved in both Churches i bes they 
only declared , That tho’ Ignorant People , who cannot 
be better informed , might be faved in the Reman Com- 
munion, and {natched from Damnation, as a Brand from 
a Fire ; yet the fame could not be faid of thofe, who 
mel ae ought to be better inftrufted. To which they 
added , That it was always a dangerous , tO go over 
from a Pure Church to a Corrupt one : it is in 
this Senfe, that George Calixtus writ to Philip, Landgravée 
Of Heffe-Cafftl, anid to feveral other Perfons. If it be 
highly neceflary to avoid the leaft Errors ; how careful 
ought we to be, not to fall inta thofe that are fundamen- 
fal, heaped one upon another, link'd t ; and fuck 
as will get into the i.) corruptit? . 44

Father Peter Blanchor, deceafed the r3th of A 637, 
at 39 Years of Age, is the firft Author of riley Jitter 
Patrum Concionatoria, enlarged by Father pifart a Minime, 
and then by Father Combefis a Dominican, | 


Father Hilarion de Cofte is known by feveral Hiftorical 
Works. : ‘ 


Father Giles Camart, General of the Order , who died 
at Paula the 31/f. of Auguft 1624. was accounted one of 
moft Learned Men of his Age. He publith’d a Book en- 
titl’d, Commentarius de rebus Elia Prophete. 


Father Merfenne, deceafed the firft of September, -1648: 
was efteem’d and confulted by all the Learned of his time. 
He was an univerfal Man, a Divine, a Philofopher,; a Ma- 
thematician,an Interpreter of the Scripture. He writ avatt 
Commentary upon the 6 firft Chapters of Genefis, too full 
of Digreflions ; and a Book entitl’d, La Verite des Sciences, 
contreles Sceptiques ow Pyrrboniens. ( A Vindication of the 
Truth of Sciences again{t the Scepticks.) His Philofo- 

hical and Mathematical Works are fo well known’, tha¢ 
i need not mentionthem. That Learned’ Monk was born 
at Oyfe in Maine the 8th of September 1588. . He {pent the, 
greatelt art of his Life at Paris, being taken up. with the 

ompofition of his Books, andthe Correfpondence he 
kept with Men of Letters. Defcartes and Grotius were 
his particular Friends. Father Thwidier reprefents him as 
a Man of an extraordinary Virtue: 


Father fean Niceron, who died the 22d of September, 
1646, at 33 Years of Age, is the Author of a Book upon 
Opticks, enticl'd, Thaumaturgus Opticus. 


Father Claudius Rengueil, who departed this Life the 
3d of Ofober , 1627. publifh’d the Two firt Volumes of 
a Commentary upon the Books of Kings. They were 
cenfured by the Inquifition of Rome, becaufe he coms 
mended Peter Martyr,though he confuted fome of his Opi- 
nions. 


A Commentary of Father Pijart upon St. Matthew and 
St. Mark, is kept in the Library belonging to the Convent 
of Paris. Thac Monk, who died the 2adday of Oféber, 
1656. being 67 Years old, is known by feveral other 
Books. He was one of thofe, that were congern’d in the 
i concerning the Beauty of Jefus Chrift. Thar 
Difpute made a great Noife in the Commonwealth of 
Learning. Rigaltius in his Notes upon Tertudian, having 
affirm’d that Chrift had a very homely Face; Father Pijarr 
maintain’d a quite contrary Opinion, in a Book printed 
in 1651. with this Title, De fingulari Chrifti Domini pulebri» 
tudine Affertio. FBather Vavaffeur a Jefuic kept a Medium 
between thofe Two Opinions in his Book de Forma Chrifti, 

rinted in 1649. wherein he endeavours to thew, that.our 
Sesleu was not Remarkable for his Handfomnels nor for 
his Homelinefs. Among other Argaements to prove that 
Chrift was not a Perfon of an extraordinary Beaury, he 
fays, that if he had been very handfome, the Pharifees 
would not have failed to obje& that the Women , menti- 
on'd in the Gofpel, followed him upon that Accoant, Pa- 
ther Fevrier another Jefuic writ upon the fame Subje@ a 
Treatife concerning the Beauty of Jéfas Chrift, publifi’d in 
1657. in which “he declared for Pather Pijart's Opinion, 
and confated Rigaltius and Gather Mavafiar.

¢ Ellowed the Advice of fome over-fcrupulous Mini- 
“‘ fters, who would have fupprefs'd thofe Acts, if it had 
“ been in their Power, becaufe they thought the Readers 
“ would fitid feveral things in them liable to fome Incon- 
‘* veniences, which might occafion many Difputes and 
“ Recriminations of great Confequence. But the Editer 
‘‘ went on with his Defign, fhewing them that what 
“ they objeGed againft the Publication of thofe Ecclefia- 
* ftical Decrees and Regulations , was nota fufficient 
“ Reafon to put a Stop to it, fince there never was any 
“ Councilor Synod free from Faults ”. 


M. has prefix’d to this Work Fifty Letters, ne- 
ver ifh’d, written to Cardinal Berromes by Pro- 
fper de Santa Croce, Nuncio of Pope PiusIV. ac the Court 
of Catherine deMedicis,Queen of France from theYear 1561. 
to the Year 1565. Thofe Letters are printed in Italian and 
Freneh. The Editor fays, they have faithfully tran- 
feribed from the Original Manufcript in the Vatican Li- 
brary. Thofe Letters contain feveral News, relating to 
the Affairs of France, efpecially concerning Religion ; 

wi ds arte of the Author, in order to fupprefs 
the Religion in that Kingdom , and to dehtroy 
the Proteftants. 


Next to thofe Letters, there is one of Queen Catherine 
de arate .o the Bifhop of gad Nara - ameter at the 
Court r. informs him of the little 
Succefs of fome Conferences about Religion, held be- 
tween the Bifhops and fome Reformed Minifters.

The Synod of Lyons, in 1563. condemn'd another Book 
printed with this Title, La Declaration du Myftere de Seeret 
de Dieu , demontrée en deux Figures; and a Manufcript, en 
titl’d, Le Miroir de [ Antechrift, as being both full of Bla. 
fphemies, Herefies, vain and {candalous Things, The 
Author was declared unworthy of thé Miniftry, and of 
any other Ecclefiaftical Office. 


The Synod, held at Rochelle in 1581, condemn’d a } 
entitl’d, L’ Hiffoire de France, printed in that City, ‘bectute 
the Author {poke difrefpectfully of Matters of Religion 
and becaufe his Book contain’d many Things that were 
vain, prophane, Oc. They alfo condemn’d a Latin Book 
upon Genefis, written by Fames Brocard a Piemontefe, print- 
ed likewife at Rochelle ; as being full of Prophanations of 
the Holy Scripture, of impious Things, and moft perni-~ 
cious Errors, efpecially in point of Revelations and Prom 
phecies. 


In the Synod held at Saumur in 1596. they condemnd 
the ry of Antony de Lefcaille, as ESeeétintiad lait ares: 
neous Doftrines, contrary to the Analogy of Faith ef{pe~ 
cially about the Do&rine of Juftification. : 


That of Montpellier in 1§98. condemn’d feveral Books, 
written for the Reunion of Chriftians, to the Prejudice of 
Trath. 


In the Synod of Gap, held in 1603. it was refolved to 
infert in the Confeflion of Faith an Article concerning 
Antichrift , importing that the Pope *% is Antichrift, and 
the Son of Perdition. : 


The Synod of Privas in 1612. did carefully debate chi 
Queftion, Whether it was lawful to ba cite Children 
without a Sermon ? Several Reafons were alledged, pro and 
Con; and the Queftion appear’d very Problematical. But 
in the next ore. held at Tonneins in 1614, it was dee 
creed, that Children fhould not be Chriften’d, without a 
Sermon before or after the Adminiftration of Baptifm, 
Some Alterations were made in that Decree by the Synod 
of Charenton in 1631. 


The fame Synod drew up anArtick, importing, “ 

“ becaufé the pernicious Doétrine of the Jefuir, saat 
“* the Lives, the Dominions and Authority of Sovereign 
‘* Princes, was daily publifh’d with greater Impudence 
“ by the Chief Men of that Se& ; Suarez being gone far 
“ther than his Brethren, in a Piece newly publith’d by 
‘‘ him : The Affembly detefting fuch an abominable Do- 
“ &rine and the Authors of ic, exhorted all the Faithful 
“ to abhor it ; and all thofe who are entrufted with the 
“* Office of Teaching, to oppofe it with all their might; 
“* in order to maintain God's Authority , and that of the 
“ Sovereign Powers, which he has eftablith’d,
